DUBLIN, WEDNESDAY, NOV. 16. 


Mr. Justice Hayes well deserves the thanks of the 
citizens of Dublin. The fiating of the City Present- 
ments, on Saturday, was by no means the usual 
“ motion of course.” Mr. Justice Hayes applied to 
them the same acute inquiry which on Monday 
aided both court and counsel in the matter of the 
Poor Law Commissioners versus Daly. The Pre- 


form, by the Clerk of the Crown ; but, to the woful 
astonishment of the Town Clerk, his Lordship not 
only read them over, but commented upon them. 
As the Presentments were of large amount, including 
the item of close upon £10,000 for the maintenance 
of lunaties let loose in Dublin, the Town Clerk was 
asked “ whether the public had any way of seeing 
these Presentments before they came before the 
“fiating judge?” ‘The answer to this reminds us of 
an old reply. A gentleman being asked his 
authority for a very wonderful story, answered, 
“It must be known to all as true, for J saw 
it in print.” So the Town Clerk endeavoured 
to assure his Lordship that the Presentments were 
actually printed, and distributed to the Town Coun- 
cillors! Besides, they were lodged with the Clerk 
of the Crown, in whose office any person, on de- 
mand, might see them. A little further question- 
ing, however, brought out the fact, that no one had 
ever called to see these Presentments so safely lodged 
with the Clerk of the Crown; nay, more, it was 
discovered that the Presentments used to be adver- 
tised in the public newspapers, but that a miserable 
economy in some quarter disallowed the expenses 
for advertising. Had these Presentments been 
advertised, or in any genuine way published, we 
would have assuredly made then those remarks 
which we are called upon to make to-day. We ques- 
tion very much whether one citizen out of ten knows 
either the total amount of his Municipal taxation, or

were “committed” tothe very school from which 
they came, at an expense to the borough of £1,440 
a year for five years.

But is it 
not enough to arouse our worst suspicions—suspicions 
of all that is immoral and cruel when we find 
the Glencree Reformatory demanding of the citizens 
of Dublin five shillings weekly for what they under- 
take to do by private contract for two? 


The Times on the Political Aspect of France :— 

We cannot doubt that our readers have perused with 
much interest, and that interest by no means of an 
agreeable kind, the account which we published on 
Saturday last of the statements and arguments in the 
Revue Independante, a French periodical published 
in London, conducted with much literary ability, and 
as complete a knowledge as any one not connected 
with Government can have of the present state 
of affairs in France. We have no doubt that 
the facts which it states are true, though 
we do not feel ourselves called upon to adopt 
implicitly the conclusions to which they lead. 
We must not forget that the writers of this 
periodical would rejoice in nothing so much as 
in the overthrow of the present state of things in 
France, and we must be very careful not to allow our- 
selves to be carried away by their eloquence and their- 
ability beyond the point to which calm and dispassionate 
reason would lead us. Rightly to appreciate the exist- 
ing state of things on the other side of the British 
Channel is a problem of enormous—of everwhelming 
importance. We know no family having any claim to 
the throne of France from which we have anything to 
expect which should render us desirous of a new dy- 
nastic revolution, and we are only too anxious to 
believe, if that belief can by any means be maintained, 
that the Emperor Napoleon entertains towards this 
country those sentiments of amity and good-will which 
he has so earnestly and repeatedly professed. 

We think it cannot be denied that, without, so fir as 
we are aware, the slightest provocation on the part of 
England, there existsin France at this moment a very 
strong and very wide-spread hostility to the Government 
and people of thiscountry. Wedo not lay particular 
stress on any one conversation, either at a military 
festival, when the tongue is loosed by wine, or in a 
railway carriage, where the speakers are unknown to 
each other ; but from information derived from a vast 
number of independent sources we entertain no doubt 
that a feeling of hostility more bitter than has existed in 
France since the peace of 1815 is at this moment enter- 
tained towards this country. The French press, so 
guarded on allother subjects, is on this outspoken. The 
moderate and reasonable Journal des Debats contains 
attacks upon England such as never before, in moments of 
the greatest irritation, have appeared in its decorous 
columus. The Gazette de France lacks language to ex- 
press the bitterness of its detestation, and the Univers is 
still more virulent than the organ of the Legitimists. 
The talk of the army and navy is of revenge for vic- 
tories 45 and 55 years old, and their firm belief, as well 
as their ardent wish, is that in a few months the signal 
will be given for the invasion of this country. 
The inhabitants of the departments from Brest 
to Calais experience a revival of the hostility of 
50 years since, and, strange to say, burn with ardour 
fora war of which they must bear the brunt. We be- 
lieve this to be a fair representation of the present state 
of feeling in France—nay, more, we believe the Em- 
peror Napoleon himself would, if the question could be 
putto him, admititto be so. We believe he would 
tell us that he isour only friend, and that to his inter- 
vention alone we owe it that the two most powerful 
States ofthe world are not already involved in an ex- 
terminating conflict. The fact we state—namely, that 
England is hated, and a war with her earnestly de- 
sired by the clergy, the Legitimists, the army, and the 
inhabitants of the Northern provinces of France—we 
think we may assume as perfectly well proved, and we 
do not expect that any of the journals ot France will be 
bold enough to deny it. 

The next question is, how does it happen, after a 
peace of 45 years, that this should be the feeling of 
France towards us? ‘To what cause are we to attribute 
it? What provocation have we given? What offen- 
sive claims have we put forward? What have we done 


following whatever impulse he may please to give to 
the affairs of Europe ; or, lastly, it may be that these 
things really mean what those who are politically 
opposed to the Emperor declare they mean, and that 
we have a danger to confront in the existence of which 
we cannot yet persuade ourselves to believe. Unhappily, 
we cannot afford to speculate on the alternative. The 
hatreds and passions of mankind are more easily 
stimulated than allayed, and it is not our fault if 
we are forced to act in a time of profound peace 
as if the camp of Boulogne was already formed 
again, and another flotilla awaited the orders of its 
Imperial master. 

The Morning Herald on the Italian Difficulty :--- 


Whatever may be the ultimate solution of the Ita- 
lian difficulty so far as Sardinia and the Duchies are 
concerned, the decision of an European Congress can 
scarcely be expected to restore the Austrian Empire 
to the position she occupied before the Italian cam- 
paign. There were few personsin Europe who sus- 
pected that the Emperor of France would achieve so 
rapidly that series of brilliant victories which 
resulted, to the astonishment of all the world, 
in the peace of Villafranca. In either case, calcula- 
tion was baffled. No one thought that the splendid Aus- 
trian army would yield so quickly to the impetuous onset 
of the Zouaves ; and the suddenness with which Louis 
Napoleon closed a successful campaign has only been 
thoroughly explained by recent disclosures. So far as 
Austria is concerned the single fact remains that she 
has suffereda signal overthrow. It is true that the 
terms on which she obtained peace were more favour- 
able than she had any right to expect, but the clemency 
of the Imperial conqueror must be attributed to other 
causes than to the probability that Austria could offer 
any lengthened resistance. Atthe same time, it must 
not be imagined that the Austrian Empire has ceased to 
be a formidable power in Europe. She must not, indeed, 
indulge in the vain hope of recovering her position in 
Italy. The cession of Lombardy to Sardinia has 
already been virtually acknowledged by the 
other European Powers. The loss of that 
splendid province was the inevitable result 
of the defeat of Solferino, and though the transfer from 
France to Sardinia was, to say the least, informal, not a 
single protest was raised against a palpable breach of 
the treaties of 1815. Nor is it to be believed that 
Austria will recover her lost position by the restoration 
of the exiled dukes. That question ought surely to be 
looked on as finally settled. The will of the Italian 
population has been so emphatically declared that it is 
difficult to understand with what shadow of a pretence 
even Louis Napoleon can now endeavuur to destroy 
those hopes of freedom which he was so forward lately to 
encourage. And yet, though Austria must now make 
up her mind to be regarded henceforth as a German 
power, it only rests with herself to retain, or even to 
strengthen, the influence she has hitherto exerted 
among the great powers of Europe. 

At the same time, it must be acknowledged that the 
young Emperor is in the presence of one of those rare op- 
portunities which are said tooccur but once ina genera- 
tion, and which must be seized at once, or else lost for 
ever. ‘The result of the Italian campaign has been to 
show him both his weakness and his strength. He has 
learnt that an army may look well on paper, or in a re- 
view, but that favouritism and “ red-tapism’’. are fatal 
alike to armies and to States. The French soldiers them- 
selves were among the first to acknowledge that the 
Austrians were full of courage and well disciplined, but 
it is notorious that the Austrian generals were hope- 
lessly inefficient, and that the successes of the French 
at Magenta and ~“Solferino were to be attri- 
buted as much to the faults of the Austrian 
commanders as to their own valour or to the superiority 
of their artillery. Butif the Emperor of Austria has 
learnt a bitter lesson in this respect it is to be hoped that 
he is now fully alive to theabsolute necessity of carrying 
out some ot the internal reforms for which an earnest 
demand is made from every portion of the empire.

Beef was 
well supplied, but the holders were stiff, asking some- 
what in advance on late quotations, which dealers not 
being willing to accede to many of the best lots were 
driven home unsold. W. Butler, Esq., Staffordstown, 
got £16 a head for eight fat heifers. Mr. R. 
Harvey, ‘Tribley, sold 10 do. at £12 10s., and six 
two-year-old bullocks at £10 each. Mr. Vaughan, 
Bective, sold twenty heifers at £13 each. Mr. 
Charles Dillon, Deer Park, sold ten bullocks at 
£14 each, anda score of wedders at £2 Rs. each. 
Mr. L. Kinsella, Kentstown, had ten prime heifers on 
show, for which twenty guineas each were offered by 
Mr. Wood, of Baghaderrin, but would not take less than 
£23 per head for them. Mr. Byrne, Navan, got 
£12 10s. cach for two-year-old heifers. Mr. P. Gil- 
shenan, Navan, sold to Mr. Daly, Kells, twenty 
head of store heifers, at £8 10s. each. Store bullocks 
were 2is. in price above any of the late fairs of this 
country. The same may be said of store heifers of a 
good sort. Store bullocks ranged in value from £5 to 
£7 10s. for yearlings; two-years old from £9 to £13; 
three-years-old from £14 to £15. Yearling heifers rated 
from £4 to £5 ; those of two from 47 10s. to £8 ; those 
of three years from £11 to £15 = head. Springers and 
milkers were in fair supply, and there was a very brisk 
demand for them at advanced prices—the best sort 
ranged from £12 to £20 each, and others fell as low as 
£1 per head. Mr. Bishop was a large buyer of the 
better sort for the Dublin trade, as was also Mr. Moore, 
of Navan. Beef was in value, the best sort bringing 
from 56s. to 60s. per cwt., but by far the greater part 
sold at from 48s. to 54s. per ditto. Sheep and lambs 
were in plentiful supply, but the demand was some- 
what languid, few English buyers visiting this fair. 
Mr. J. Gough, Navan, gave £2 2s. each for 
a score; Mr. Reilly, Drogheda, a similar figure 
for a like number. Mr. Leddy, Kells, sold sixty lambs, 
forSthirty of which he got 30s. each, and for the re- 
mainder 29s. 6d. each. Wedder mutton sold from 54d. 
to 64d., and ewe ditto 44d, to 534. per Ib. There was a 
spirited business carried on in the horse mart, though 
the fair was only limited in supply ; but long tails 
were more sharp than usual, and many were brought up 
on English aceonnt at from £3 to £5 more than they 
would have realised some few weeks since. Pigs were 
in rather limited supply, and were eagerly bought up. 
Heavy bacon pigs brought from £5 to £8 10s., or from 
48s. to 52s. per cwt. Stores and slips rated Propo - 
tionately dexr, and at an early hour not one was left. 
Stores sold at from £2 5s.to £3 10s. each; slips from 
25s. to 35s. ; and bonhams from 17s. to 20s. each.

the son of the widow of Nairn doing bishop in a south- 
ern town, Lazarus holding a crosier in Marseilles, 
Magdalen inhabiting acave near that seaport, Martha 
a mother abbess at Tarascon, were on a level with 
Joseph of Arimithea founding the monastery of Glas- 
tonbury, and planting a thorn on the banks of Severn. 
Yet last Sunday the whole city of Marseilles was startled 
by a procession bearing the head of Lazarus from the 
old cathedral to the new one. — [t is fair to add that the 
laity gave themselves not much cuncern as to the iden- 
tity of the relic, and the Zouaves beat the drum most 
joyously in the van.

The President (Sir Robert Kane) said—Before pre- 
senting to your Excellency those students who are about 
to be honoured by receiving from your hands the well- 
merited rewards of their proficiency at the late examina- 
tion, It is my duty to offer to your Excellency and this 
meeting some explanation as to the course of study 
which is pursued in this college, the educational objects 
we endeavour to keep in view, the arrangements by which 
those objects are effected, and the results to which we have 
attained. (Hear, hear.) From the few observations which | 
shall have the honour to make, your Excellency may, as I 
trust, be enabled the better to appreciate the standard 
by which the educational honours of this institution are 
determined, and more justly to estimate the proportion 
of success by which our exertions have been crowned. 
Ten years have passed since, in this hall, in presence of 
many who, after so much experience, are here again 
to-day, to confirm their adhesion to the great prin- 
ciple of liberal and united education, it was my 
duty, in opening this college for public instruc- 
tion, to explain the principles upon which it was 
founded, and the educational objects which it was in- 
tended to carry out. In this great assemblage, compri- 
sing the most enlightened and most influential person- 
ages of this district, embodying the classes forthe edu- 
cation of whose children this and similar institutions 
have been specially devised—in the presence of your 
Excellency, representing our revered Sovereign, there 
is abundant proof that the same desire for education 
which had influenced the people of this province still 
animates their breasts, and that those who in the inter- 
val have grown to man’s estate, and are here, are 
stimulated by the same love for learning which rendered 
this city the centre of educational activity 
in former times, and which, under the guidance 
of Wyse and Roche, obtained for Ireland the 
great educational advantages which we now pos- 
sess. (Hear, hear.) When opening the college, 
in November, 1849, I described it as a member of 
a national university system, by which the highest 
educational opportunities should be afforded to the Irish 
people without distinction of class or —creedfrom which 
all sectarian tests should be excluded, and within whose 
beneficence the creeds and parties of our too long dis- 
tracted population might find a haven of mutual confi- 
dence and esteem, and learn, while respecting their se- 
veral forms of belief, to think and act in harmony and 
in union, as citizens of a free country.” My expectations 
in that regard have been completely borne out by the 
foundation of the Oueen's University in Ireland, at 
whose annual ceremony of conferring degrees your Ex- 
cellency had, on more than one occasion, the kindness to 
preside, and to give additional lustre to the distinctions 
which so many of our young men have had the 
honour to receive. (Applause.) By this means the 
people of Ireland have had realised the all but 
hopeless day-dream of their forefathers, by  en- 
joying a truly national and liberal university system, 
free from the medieval limitations and degrading 
exelusiveness of more ancient foundations ; an univer- 
sity system such as was indicated and sought 
for, but in vain, by the most ardent friends of Ireland, 
at the time of Ireland's most strenuous efforts after na- 
tional existence : an university suchas was called for in 
the Irish House of Commons in 1787, distinct from the 
University of Dublin, and open in its highest offices and 
honours to every Irishman, no matter what his form of 
religious belief. Such a great national institution, 
wished for by the best friends of Ireland as coping and 
strengthening the edifice of public liberty which Grat- 
tan and Charlemont had built—such an institution we 
now possess, obtained for us by the exertions of those 
who in this city have so long laboured, and in obtaining 
which the most eminent and far-seeing statesman 
of the empire deemed it a high privilege to co- 
operate. (Hear, hear.) Cultivated upon a standard 
raised thus high, the object of our professors, in 
their several departments, has been to render their 
courses of instruction such as should duly prepare our 
students for practical success in the various careers 
of life—whether in the several branches of commerce or 
of industry. That their labours have not been unsuc- 
cessful will be, as I trust, acknowledged when we look to 
the lists of those whom already, in the few years which 
have elapsed since the colleges were opened, we have 
sent into active life. In the great test of competitive 
examinations for important places in the public service, 
the merits of our students, and of the plan of instruc- 
tion under which they have been trained, have been 
fully proved ; and the results of those, and of the Uni- 
versity examinations of our students who have proceeded 
for degrees, have fully indicated how far we have fulfilled 
the objects of our foundation. (Hear, hear.) It is true 
that we labour in the Queen’s Colleges under some dis- 
advantages, which it will require time and gradual 
development of the system to remove. For the pro- 
per performance of our educational duties, each 
college requires to be complete within itself, 
for all the branches of instruction which the 
Senate of the Queen's University may require 
for its degrees. But we have not, nor can we have, 
by the present limits of our foundation, a number of 
professors such as exist in o-her university colleges, 
where a professional system of instruction is properly 
carried out. ‘Thus, for all tne faculties of art, of law, 
and of medicine, and of the schools of engineering and 
agriculture, we have in all but twenty professors, whilst 
in Trinity College, Dublin, for a plan of education not 
more extensive, there are thirty-eight professors. Ex- 
clusive of the divinity schools in the colleges of the Lon- 
don University, which are entirely analogous to ours, 
there are in University Colleges forty-two, andin King’s 
thirty-nine. After some further remarks on this point, 
he continued to say—Of one unanimous opinion were 
Peel and Russell, Lansdowne and Graham, Wyse and 
Stanley, that Ireland required a truly national 
university open to all her sons, free from all religious 
disqualifications ; and that an institution shackled by 
sectarian limitations, no matter how otherwise dis- 
tinguished, whether Trinity or Maynooth, could never 
attain to such national proportions as to con- 
ceded that metropolitan rank. But it was far trom 
the minds of those illustrious statesmen to neglect that 
lower, but equally necessary, department of instruction

On the 
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ecclesiastical character of the University 

of Dublin and Trinity College from participation in 
its government, and from ion of its highest orders, 
honours, and appointments. It is highly important to 
examine in what manner the Roman Catholics of this 
province have received this intellectual boon, to what 
degree they have availed themselves of the great educa- 
tional advantages thus presented to them. The follow- 
ing tableshows the numberof the matriculated students 
in the college in each session since the college opened, the 
number of the Roman Catholics therein, and the per

Thus the proportion of Roman Catholic students was 
greatest in the years 1851 and 1854, when it reached 
fifty per cent., and least in 1857, when it was forty-four 
per cent., since which time it has steadily increased, and 
this year, so far as the entrance has gone, the propor- 
tion of Roman Catholics is precisely one-half the total 
number of students"; thc gross proportion during the 
entire time being fifty-one percent. on a number of 
1,214 students. To those who are acquainted with the 
middle and upper classes of society in our large cities 
and towns, it will be apparent that this proportion fully 
represents the proportion of the Catholic element in 
those classes. In the lower classes, of course, it is 
known that the Roman Catholic element immensely 
prependerates; but, looking to the class of society 
from which the students of this college are 
derived, it is certain that fifty per cent. fairly 
represents the Roman Catholic population. It is, 
theretore, satisfactory to observe that, although from the 
newness of these institutions, from doubts as to the views 
of the authorities in their regard, from the great pres- 
tige and deservedly high character of the older institu- 
tions, and from many other causes which every year, | 
trust, shall have less influence, the total number of 
students is below what I expect it will before long be- 
come ; yet it is evident that the Roman Catholic middle 
and upper classes have availed themselves to a very 
large extent of those institutions, and have, after ten 
years’ experience, found this college not undeserving of 
their confidence and support. It is well known that emi- 
nent authorities of the Roman Catholic Church have 
lately expressed a strong opinion aguinst 
every form of united education, and have 
demanded to have placed under their exclu- 
sive control the educational institutions of 
the country, in order that the Roman Catholic people of 
all classes may therein be separately trained. Such a 
system as that they demand scarcely exists in the most 
despotic States, andis apparently inconsistent with the 
responsibilities of a constitutional country. It is certain, 
however, that any proposal from such learned and such 
venerable personages should be, and has been, received 
with profound respect by the educated Roman Catholic 
laity, and if we had not to deal with the practical reali- 
ties of professional and business life, if we did not live 
in communities of mixed and often jarring interests, if 
we had merely our sentiments as religionists, and not 
our duties as citizens and as fathers, to consult—if we 
had not before us our country torn asuuder and para . 
lysed for centuries by the hatred and antagonism of reli- | 
gious feuds, then it might be our duty to consider how far 
these aspirations after an ideal monastic perfection could 
be carried into effeet in civil life, and in a free country. 
But, imperfect as all human institutions necessarily 
are, limited as public expenditure must be, having 
to consult in a mixed community and under a consti- 
tutional government the feelings and opinions of others 
besides ourselves, it is incumbent on us as Roman Ca- 
tholics to make use of and influence what is practically 
at hand, to appropriate the substance rather than risk 
its loss by catching after a shadowy ideal, a splendid 
phantom. Such has been, after ten years’ experience, 
the practical verdict of the Roman Catholic laity of 
this province. Such was the opinion of the vene- 
rated Roman Catholic prelates, who sanctioned by 
their counsel the statutes of those colleges, and who 
were named by our gracious Sovereign to the in- 
fluential positions of visitors and senators of the 
University. It is to be hoped that the ephemeral neces- 
sities of foreign policy which now complicate this 
question shall yet give way to the great interests of 
learning and of society, and that the educated Roman 
Catholic laity, whilst firm in their independent and con- 
scientious support of liberal and enlightened education, 
shall have the happiness to be guided by those eminent 
authorities, those venerated guardians of religion and 
morality, in the important task of rendering more and 
more perfect the great system of public instruction for 
all classes, which, even in its incomplete form, has 
already effected so much good. Finally, I beg to observe, 
as to the discipline of the college, and the conduct 
of our students during the past year, that it has 
been eminently satistactory to the college authorities. 
] do not believe that in any educational establishment 
in the United Kingdom, even in those almost specially 
under ecclesiastical control, there could be found an 
equal number of young men more uniformly distin- 
| guished by gentlemanly demeanour, by steadiness and 
| propriety of conduct, and by application to their studies. 
| The several professors and the deans of residence have 


constantly spoken of the students under their charge in 

the highest terms. ‘Trained in this institution to re- 
| spect in others that freedom of opinion whic! each chal- 
| lenges for himself—versed in the arts and learning of 
practical life, but deeply feeling how entirely those are 
subordinate to the great responsibilities of conscience 
and of religion—the students of this college will enter

Even the very sergeants were heard to say, ‘ These 
cursed English who interfere in everything—and to 
think that we cannot march againstthem.’ Itis known 
that the English have furnished the enemy with arms ; 
it is said that English officers have been seen teaching 
the Moors the use of their weapons ; and, finally, that, 
thanks to the Emperor Napoleon, they will no longer im- 
pede the Spaniards. Heaven grant that this question 
be not embittered !”’ 

There was atime, and that not so very long ago,when 
not only the “sergeants” of the Spanish army, but the 
generals, spoke of English intervention, moral and 
material, in Spanish affairs, with an epithet far different 
from that used above. If, what is very doubtful, the 
agents of the Morocco Government have made purchases 
from English gunmahers, it is on conditions similar to 
those on which Spain orders gunboats, ships, and steam 
machinery in England—cash down, or bills at short or 
long date, according to the credit of the buyers. During 
the civil war very honest tradesmen, faithful subjects 
of Queen Isabella, and some doing duty in her National 
Guard, did not refuse to turna penny with the Carlists, 
and there is no reason why an English tradesman should 
refuse to deal with Moors. As for English officers 
drilling the Moorish levies, I know nothing. I only 
know that every time an insurrection broke out in 
Bércelona the Spanish and French press saw English 
artillery officers point the cannon of the fortress of 
Montjouy, not against the insurgents, but on the cot- 
ton manufactories of the city, in order to destroy native 
industry, the vast superiority of which roused you all 
to frenzy, as it threatened you with ruin. One story is 
probably quite as true as the other. 


AUSTRIA. 

Vienna, Nov. 11.—The Pesti Naplo, the organ of the 
National Party in Hungary, was confiscated on the 8th 
inst. because it gave an account of what had passed at 
Gran on the preceding day, but still it is generally 
known that a political demonstration was made at a 
dinner which was given there in honeur of the Primate 
ef Hungary. The Archduke Albrecht was sent by the 
Imperor to congratulate the Cardinal Archbishop on 
his jubilee ; and, to give pleasure to the venerable man, 
who is azealous patriot, bis Imperial Highness offered him 
his congratulations in the Hungarian language. After 
the health of his Eminence had been drunk several 
speeches were made, and the Archbishop of Erlau is 
said to have expressed his political opinions with a free- 
dom which greatly astonished the Governor-General. 
The health of the Emperor was proposed, and drunk 
with cries of “ Eljen;” but it is said the Hungarian 
nobles added the word “ Kiraly’’ to the “ Eljen ;” there- 
by giving the Archduke to understand that they wished 
long life to his Majesty as King of Hungary. Towards 
the end of the banquet some of the persons present 
wished the Imperial delegate to drink to “ The Hunga- 
rian Constitution ;” which proposal so displeased him 
that he soon left the table, and returned to Pesth. The 
foregoing details were received from persons who yes- 
terday came from the Hungarian capital; and if any 
part of them should prove to be incorrect it willbe the fault 
of the police, and not mine. The press being gagged 
again, the Vienna correspondents are entirely at the 
mercy of travellers, who not unfrequently attach undue 
importance to what they see and hear. The Vienna 
Presse, which is anti-Hungarian in its tendencies, intorms 
the public that it received no letters from Hungary yes- 
terday. i 

Yesterday evening there was a highly interesting re- 
presentation in the Court (Burg) Theatre in honour 
of Schiller. The first part of the performance was a 
dramatic poem by Halm (Baron Muunch-Bellinghausen), 
entitled “ A Hundred Years Ago,” at which period the 
seven years’ war was raging. rmania, who is greatly 
dejected because her children are so fond of quarrelling 
and fighting with each other, expresses a desire to know 
whether there will ever be concord between them. Just 
in time to reply to the question appears “ Poetry,” who, 
being gifted with the spirit of prophecy,is able to in- 
fcrm the sorrowing matron that a child has just been 
born, who will acquire very great influence over the 
minds of his fellow-countrymen, and lay the foundation 
for future peace and harmony between all the German 
races. Th dramatic poem—which is perfect in as far 
as form is concerned—contains many beautiful passages, 
but itis deficient in “muscle and nerve.” Several

was an edifice placed by its sacred character beyond the 
pale of their functions. 

The rector, who was understood to have been suffer- 

ing from indisposition, was not present at any of the 
services on Sunday. The Rev. C. F. Lowder, one of his 
curates, conducted the ministrations both in thefmorning 
and afternoon, and the Rev. A. H. Mackonochie, ano- 
ther of his curates, those in the evening. At every one 

of the four services there was a large number of people 
present, including many not parishioners. The church, 

which contains between 2,000 and 3,000 persons, was 

crowded on each occasion. In the morning several at- 

tempts were made by part of the congregation to throw 

ridicule on the mode of conducting the service by cough- 
ing, making the responses in opposition to the choir in 

a loud voice, and occasionally by an open hiss. With 

these interruptions it proceeded to a conclusion, and the 
congregation, in a state of evident excitement, left the 

place. On the way fromthe vestry to the adjoining 

parsonage Mr. Lowder and the choristers, who were al- 

most invariably obliged to take refuge there, received 
some abusive language from the people congregated out- 

side. “Two youths, named Thomas Duke and Charles 
Leathers, in the employment of Mr. Nathan, a pawn- 

broker, at 9, Waterloo-terrace, Commercial-road, Kast, 

were singled out among the ringleaders, and taken under 
a police escort to the station in King David-lane, where 
they were charged with using language calculated to 
provoke a breach of the peace, but were subsequently 
liberated on bail being given for their appearance to an- 
swer for the offence. At the rector’s Litany service 
in the afternoon, which began at half-past two, a similar 
ebullition of popular feeling took place, and the clergy 
and choristers were hissed as they left thechurch. A 
dog, which had either strayed into the church or been 
taken there, ran about the building*for some time, bark- 
ing and howling, which added to the general disorder. 
The service of the Rev. Hugh Allen, the afternoon lec- 
turer, who happens to be just as popular among the 
parishioners as the rector is the reverse, commenced 
shortly efter three, and proceeded to its termination 
without interruption of any kind. 

A disgraceful scene occurred at the evening service, 
though perhaps not more so than has happened there 
before, if that is to be counted a mitigation of it. Some 
time before seven, when it began, the body of the church 
was filled with people, and an excited crowd, composed 
for the most part of young men and boys, took posses- 
sion of the open space in front of the communion rails. 
At first it was not thought advisable to open the gal- 
leries, but the people arrived in such numbers that this 
intention was abandoned, and on the doors being opened 
there was a rush into that part of the building, and 
a struggle for places similar tothat which occurs at a 
popular theatre on a boxing-night. Mr. Mackonochie, 
the officiating clergyman, [and the choristers, were es- 
corted from the vestry te their seais in the chancel 
through the crowd. On arriving there and throughout 
the whole service they were literally hemmed in on 
every side bya mob. ‘The police who were dotted over the 
building in all directions, looked helplessly on, unwilling 
to exercise their authority without some fair pretext, 
and Superintendent Howie, under whose orders they 
were, occupied a seat in the churchwardens’ pew in 
company withthose gentlemen. Inspector Alison, who 
was stationed in the chancel, sought by gentle 
persuasion to divert some part of the crowd from 
that point into the galleries, but with little effect. 
Why, indeed, the police were present it was difficult 
to say, unless they were intended to awe by their 
resence possible offenders into decent behaviour. 
he truth would seem to be tha they 
appreciated the delicacy of their novel position so com- 
pletely, and evinced so much temper and forbearance on 
the occasion, asjalmost to expose them to the momentary 
suspicion of winking at, if not countenancing, the sur- 
rounding excitement which at times and fora moment 
broke out into open uproar. The crowd in the chancel 
was not wholly made up of the opponents of the officiat- 
ing clergy. It was composed of the partisans on both 
sides, who scowled at each other with a hatred which 
only religious party zeal could have inflamed, and shouted 
or sang, according to the side on which they were, the 
responses in an opposition chorus with hideous profanity. 
To hear the Lord’s Prayer and seme of the sublimest 
aspirations of the “Liturgy chaunted on the one hand 
and shouted on the other, by the contending factions 
bent on tiring each other down, mingled at intervals 
with ill-restrained laughtcr, coughing, and jeering, was 
an outrage on all public decency and decorum, and a 
scandalous desecration of a place of worship which re- 
quires to be felt and witnessed to be fully understood. 
There were features in the spectacle verging on the 
ludicrous. For instance, a man sat on the pulpit stairs, 
close behind Mr. Mackonochie, who conducted the ser- 
vice, and bawled out the responses at the very top of his 
voice into the rev. gentleman's ear throughout the whole 
of the prayers. A policeman several times attempted 
to moderate his ardour, but he: paid not the slightest 
heed to the admonition, and continued shouting as hard 
as before, without moving a muscle of his face.

aud commanding magnificent scenery, almost touching 
the lofty Dublin mountains, and yet within 15 minutes’ 
drive of the Kingstown harbour. 

We have seen the plan showing the proposed roads 
and sites: the latter are all intended for detached vil- 
las, mostly in lots from one to five acres. We can 
scarcely imagine anything more acceptable to a inetro- 
politan population, 

We know what it is to toil for several weary hours, by 
night as well as by day, at the unsympathising desk, 
and we believe no one more bighly estimates the labo- 
rious professional and commercial men daily engaged 
in our city at kindred labours. For such the invigora- 
ting country breezes have become, with the improved 
habits of onr generation, almost a necessity; but if these 
can be enjoyed by our fellow-citizens while cultivating 
their own garden, or walking through their own plea- 
sure ground, it adds considerably to the recreation as 
well as to the healthfulness. 

With such outlets as surround our city, and with ex- 
isting and increasing railway accommodation, we should 
abandon the too prevalent practice of building our 
country houses in streets and terraces. The proprie- 
tors of Foxrock, the Messrs. Bentley, seem fully alive 
to this idea, and have arranged their plans accordingly. 
We would, however, extend the opportunity for detached 
houses, so as to accommodate those who could only 
afford to pay for half acres or roods, as well as one, two, 
or five acres, and give encouragement for £200, £300, or 
£400 houses or cottages, as well as the larger residences 
which Messrs. Bentley seem to contemplate. The mid- 
dle classes, who cannot afford carriages and a retinue of 
servants, stand most in need of a garden or pleasure 
ground for themselves or their children, especially for 
the latter, who thereby can obtain inexpensive exercise 
and recreation under the parental eye. 

Upon the whole, however, we are glad to see in this 
enterprise “the right men in the right place.” Until 
Messrs. Bentley came forward, this valuable property 
was one vast grazing farm, half overgrown with furze 
and rocks—in faet, a positive disgrace to the nation, if 
not likewise so to the landlord or tenant, or both, who- 
ever they may have been. 

Under the change of ownership, the furze are rapidly 
making way for human food ; the rocks are being con- 
verted into valuable building stone; roads, and a new 
railway station, are projected; several lots have been let; 
superior dwellinghouses are already springing up, and 
the lands which hitherto were hearded by one man are 
now giving profitable employment to one hundred. We 
shall watch with much interest the progress of this new 
locality, and we shall even now venture to predict that 
a very few years can elapse before the enterprising 
owners will find themselves possessed of one of the most 
valuable properties in the county of Dublin. 


CHEAP NEWSPAPERS. 

The cheap press is the eyesore of the oll political 
stages. ‘They cannot bear to witness a success in which 
they have no part. Tosee a public opinion created, 
nurtured, and guided by means which they despised or 
considered unattainable is an infliction most difficult to 
be borne. Is it wonderful, then, to meet with continual 
bursts of spleen and ill-nature ? Can displaced, shelved 
or jealous journals regard the presperous career of 
popular rival with pleasure or equanimity ? Is there an 
awkward failure of a cheap newspaper which the Times 
does not notify in a prominent paragraph ? Is there 
an undoubted success which, by an ungenerous and dis- 
honest silence, it does not attempt to ignore ? Spite is a 
very active vice, and all its venom has been let out on the 
penny newspapers. Our very national defects have been 
unworthily called into play againt them. John Bull, a 
capital tradesman, does not like cheap articles. If any- 
thing, he is rather proud, pompous, and extravagant, 
and is willing to pay handsowely for his hobbies. His 
sixpenny or sevenpenny newspaper was, among others, 
one of his luxuries. A cheap newspaper would be an 
abomination. Every one connected with such a thing 
must be contemptible. Well, the marvel came. The 
penny daily newspaper was published. And the great 
marvel of the age is that it has, maugre all this opposi- 
tion, triumphantly succeeded. We all know the full 
force and power of this one word--success, It is 
the sole verdict which argument pleads for, energy 
strives for, gold bids for. This complete and con- 
summate victory has within two years crowned the 
cheap metropolitan press. We speak of the Standard. 
We confine our observations to our own area, leaving 
our popular contemporaries to vindicate their own 
cause, to fight theirown battles. All we ask is, whether 
the success achieved by this establishment, despite 
-national prejudices, an old, an experienced, and unscru- 
pulous monopoly, and a determined opposition, is not 
something to provoke the bite of journals that predicted 
our failure, and that are themselves amazed at our career 
of good fortune? It must not be thought, however,that our 
unquestionable success is the result of mere accident. 
Itis rather the sure efiect of wise forethought and de- 
liberate calculation, of bold enterprise and persevering 
energy. If we bave been fortunate enough to win, it 
may be fairly assumed that we have brought the usual 
amount of winning qualities into the field—that the vic- 
tory was not won by mediocrity. 

But, after all, what is the incapacity charged against 
the penny papers? We know what it really is. It is 
that We are cheap, and our rivals are dear. But, then, 
the commencement of our periodical literature, the most 
elegant and profound in our language, was decidedly 
cheap. Addisen and Steele were cheap essayists, but 
by no means vulgar ones. “ Household Words,” “ Once 
a Week,” “ All the Year Round,” and a host of able con- 
temporaries, are more or less cheap. This, sthe real 
charge, then, is nothing but sheer spite. But it is stu- 
pid as wellas malicious. For if high price could sus- 
tain the ability of journalism, have we nota large majo- 
rity of dear newspapers inthe conntry ? The Tunes may 
synchronise with the Saturday Review, or club with it, 
but these are not the only full-priced journals in the 
country. So much for the concealed canse of the 
fault-finding. The ostensible one is the great danger 
that is likely to arise from mediocrity of thought reign- 
ing supreme in the administration of public affairs 
through the success of penny newspapers. This peril 
is stated to be more formidable and imminent than that 
of French invasion, the introduction of American systems 
into our institutions, or the grievous burden of English 
and Indian taxation combined. The Saturday Review 
has discovered a mare’s nest. The penny newspapers 
are something to tremble at. Printing-house-square 
feels it, and is in a state of earthquake; so isfall the high- 
priced and heavy literature of thecountry. Superiority 
of political thought is the dreaded catastrophe. Now, 
we are not going to assert that politics have not their 
profound as well as their popular side; but what we con- 
tend is, that the Times has, as its special style and man- 
ner, and the ground of its peculiar success, always adopted 
the more ready and common-sense view of its sub) ect. 
This is the foundation and the strength of the Times 
as a political organ ; and,in truth, it is not given to 
every mind to render deep truths in terms easily to 
be understood by the masses. Newspaper essayists 
write to be apprehended by the general public at the 
current hour, and in this kind of homely and familiar 
style the Times has generally been very successful. 
We cannot say the same for the Saturday Review. 
What is required far able journalism is not so much 
high political thought as honest intentions, These 
constitute great ability and power in themselves.

to the former. They accordingly got possession. It 
appeared the}respondent resided near the premises, as 
tenant for life, and prohibited the various persons em- 
ployed Dy the petitioners in fishing salmon,from passing 
through the gates, which were the only mode of entry 
to the pool. In consequence of this interruption 
the petitioners had been obliged to make use of 
other land adjoining, and to construct a temporary bridge 
of plank, in order to effect an entrance upon the pre- 
mises, for the exercise of their legal rights under the 
lease. In the answering affidavit of the respondent, it 
was admitted that a lease really existed, but a new 
agreement was set up, giving the petitioners a right of 
entering over or through a boundary wall,but not through 
the gates. 

The case has not concluded.

COURT OF QUEEN’S BENCH—Yesterpay. 
(Before the Full Court.) 
Miller v. M‘Guicken. 

This case came before the court upon a demurrer 
taken to the cause of action, as stated in the plain- 
tiff’s summons and plaint. It appeared that in the 
year 1832 his Grace the Lord Primate who was seized in 
fee of the lands of Ballinderry and Derrycringlish, in the 
county of Armagh, á of his see demised them to 


one Leckey, for aterm of 21 years, with all the rights 
and appurtenances thereunto annexed, and without 
any reservation as to the right of turbary on the bog of 
Derrycringlish. This lease expired in 1853; and in 
1857 his grace made a similar lease to persons named 
Macready, which became vested by purchase under 
the Incumbered Estates Court in the present defendant. 
The plaintiff's title rested on a grant of the lands of 
Ballinderry, by his grace in 1838, and which grant, it 
was contended, had vested in him the exclusive right of 
turbary. The action was brought for trespass commit- 
ted by the defendant, and those acting under his autho- 
rity, but it substantially resolves itself into a trial of 
the right of the plaintiff and defendant to a common of 
turbary which the former alleges has always been 
exercised from time immemorial. 

Messrs. Brooke, Q.C., and Dawes, appeared for the 
defendant ; Messrs. Serjeant Fitzgibbon and Miller for 
the plaintiff. 

Their Lordships reserved judgment. 

Gowing v. Walsh. 

This was an action of trespass and false imprisonment, 
and a demurrer was taken by the plaintiff to the de- 
fence filed by the defendant. It appeared that the 
defendant is a justice of the peace for the King’s County; 
and that, at a special presentment sessions held in the 
court-house of Phillipstown, on the 24th of December, 
1858, of which the defendant was chairman, the plain- 
tiff appeared to prefer his claim for compensation on 
account of a malicious burning of his house. In support 
of his claim he produced the informations which had been 
sworn before the defendant, in the July previous ; and 
when his case had been discussed, he was about taking 
away the informations, but he was informed by 
the defendant he could not do so but 
that he might make copies of them if he pleased. 
The plaintff took the informations for this purpose, and 
the defendant went to another part of the court-house 
with the view of inspecting it. While he was absent 
and in the presence of the secretary of the grand jury 
and a police-constable, the plaintiff bundled up the in 
informations, with other papers, and put them in hi- 
pocket, and was going away, when he was requestes 
by the defendant to give them up. He refused to do sd 
and thereupon the defendant directed the constable o, 
search the person of the plaintiff and take them 
from him, which the constable did, and he averred 
that the imprisonment complained of was only 
for the space of one minute. Healso averred, in so doing, 
he acted in the execution of his duty as a justice of the 
peace, and that he did not act with malice, or without 
reasonable and probable cause. For the plaintiff it was 
contended that the defence was bad, on the ground that 
a magistrate was only justified in arresting a party in 
either of two cases, to answera charge known to the 
law, or in execution. 

Messrs. Macdonough, Q.C., and Mr. Heron, appeared 
for the plaintiff, Messrs. Ball, (..C., and Foley, for the 
defendant. 

The Court immediately overruled the demurred. 


COURT OF COMMON PLEAS—Yesterpay. 
Their lordships were engaged curing the day in hear- 
ing motions of course, &c. No case of general publica 
importance came before the court, which adjourned at 
an early hour. 


COURT OF EXCHIEQUER—Yesrerpar. 
(Before the Lord Chief Baron, and Barons Greene, Fitz- 
gerald, and Hughes.) 

Parker v. Lever. 

In this case Counsel applied on behalf of the defen- 
dant for an extension of time to enable the filing of 
further affidavits. It appeared the parties were desirous 
of having the case settled by arbitration. For this pur- 
pose two arbitrators had been appointed, but in conse- 
quence of the refusal of the third who had been nomi- 
nated to act, a difficulty arose in the procuring of a 
substitute. 

Counsel on the part of the plaintiff said, that he was 
anxious to go to trial if they were unable to appoint a 
third arbitrator. 

The Court was of opinion that the case was a fit one 
for arbitration. They would grant the application, in 
- hope that such an event might result from the 

elav.

Sullivan vc. Lyons. 

In this case the action was one of replevin, brought 
by the plaintiff against his landlord for having illegally 
distrained his goods and ehattels for £100 rent, alleged 
to be due out of the lands held by him in the county 
Cork, whereas the rent in the lease was only £83. Pre- 
vious to the trial of the issue the parties, at the instance 
of the defendant, came to an arrangement. It was 
agreed by the defendant that he should accept the re- 
duced rent, allowing out of it the amount of costs, &c. 
incurred. Subsequently the plaintiff emigrated to 
America, and, notwithstanding the terms agreed to, the 
case was called on and a verdict entered for the defen- 
dant at the Cork Assizes, the plaintiff not appearing. 

The Attorney-General (with whom was Mr. (’Rior- 
dan), for the plaintiff, now applied that this verdict be 
set aside.

His Lordship, in passing sentence, alluded to the 
respectable appearance of the prisoner ; dwelt upon the 
kindness which hehad received from his employer, and the 
ingratitude, as well as the gross dishonesty,of which he 
had been guilty. He was sentenced to three years’ pe- 
nal servitude. During the trial the prisoner was very 
much affected, and seemed to be duly sensible of the 
position in which he was placed. 

Rossery.—A middle-aged woman, named Martha 
Williams, was indicted for stealing a watch and £23, 
from a man named Cowley, residing in Liverpool. She 
was sentenced to three years’ penal servitude. It was 
stated that this prisoner was already convicted thirty- 
seven times.
